Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  requisition  and  control  of 
premises  in  West  Bengal; 

It  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows: — 


CHAPTER  1. 

Preliminary. 

1.  (1)  This  Acl  may  be  called  the  West  Bengal  Premises  Requisition 
and  Control * * * Act,  1 947. 

(2)  It  shall  come  into  force  on  such  date-'  as  the  SiaicJ  Government 
may,  by  notification  in  the  Official  Gazette,  direct.

(2)  If,  in  respect  of  any  premises,  the  Collector  is  satisfied  that  il  is 
necessary  to  take  any  measures  for  the  maintenance  of  any  supply  or 
service  or  for  the  making  of  any  repairs  which  the  landlord  is,  under 
sub-section  (1),  bound  to  maintain  or  make,  the  Collector  may,  by  order 
served  in  the  prescribed  manner,  require  the  landlord  to  take  such 
measures  within  such  time  as  may  be  specified  in  the  order  for  maintaining 
the  supply  or  service  or  for  making  the  repairs,  as  the  case  may  be. 

(3)  If  the  landlord  fails  to  comply  with  an  order  made  by  the  Collector

cost  thereof  may,  without  prejudice  to  any  oilier  mode  of  recovery,  be 
deducted  from  the  compensation  payable  to  the  landlord:
